RESOLUTION 

No. 15/1/56-SCT. — In order to secure greater repre- 
sentation of the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
in the public services, the maximum age-limit pres- 
cribed for appointment to a non-Gazetted service or 
post was increased by five years in the case of candi- 
dates belonging to these Castes and Tribes vide Govern- 
ment of India, Ministry of Home Affairs Resolution 
No. 42/19/51-NGS, dated the 25th June, 1952. It has 
now been decided that this concession should be extend- 
ed to appointments to gazetted posts in the Central 
Services. The application of these orders to recruit- 
ment to All-India Services is separately under consider- 
ation. 

2. The above decision will take effect immediately. 
The Union Public Service Commission have agreed that 
where the advertisements issued by them require that 


applications from candidates should reach the Com- 
mission on a date falling within 15 days from the date 
of this Resolution, the last date for the receipt of appli- 
cations from Scheduled Caste and Scheduled Tribe 
candidates will be extended by two weeks. Other re- 
cruiting authorities for posts under the Government 
of India will also take similar action wherever neces- 
sary.

No. l-CA(3)/56. — The following draft of certain 
amendments to the Chartered Accountants Regulations, 
1949, which it is proposed to make in exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub-sections (1) and (3) of Sec- 
tion 30 of the Chartered Accountants Act, 1949 
(XXXVIII of 1949), is published for information of 
all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is 
hereby given that the draft will be taken into consider- 
ation on or after the 10th July 1955. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft before 
the date specified will be considered by the Council of 
the Institute of Chartered Accountants of India, New 
Delhi. 

In the said Regulations: — 

I. The following proviso shall be added to Regulation 
1, namely: — 

“Provided that for purposes of clause (vi) of Sec- 
tion 8, a person shall be deemed to be guilty of 
conduct which renders him unfit to be a 
member of the Institute, if he — 

(a) solicits clients or professional work either 

directly or indirectly, by circular, adver- 
tisement, personal communication or inter- 
view or by any other means; or 

(b) advertises his professional attainments or 

services; or 


(c) does anything which, in the opinion of the 
Council, aims at publicity or amounts to 
canvassing with a view to setting up 
practice as a Chartered Accountant.” 

II. In Regulation 9, for the words “30th June 
following” substitute the words “30th June of the next 
year following”. 

III. Mark the present Regulation 9 as Regulation 
9(a), and add the following sub-regulation 9(b) after 
the Regulation 9(a) so marked, namely: — 

“(b) A member in practice shall inform the 
Council immediately on his ceasing to be in 
practice the fact of his having done so, but in 
any case not later than one month from the 
date he ceases to practise.” 

IV. The following sub-regulation shall be added at 
the end of Regulation UB, namely: — 

“(4) Where, during the progress of an enquiry, the 
Disciplinary Committee undergoes a change of 
personnel for any reason whatsoever, the’ res- 
pondent shall have the option to have his case 
heard de novo and the enquiry conducted 
accordingly.” 

V. In Regulation 13, after the words “the annual 
fee” occurring for the first time and before the words 
“for the year , the following words shall bo added, 
namely: — 

“and the annual subscription to the Regional 
Council.” 

VI, The following two provisos shall be added to 
Regulation 31 at the end, namely: — 

“Provided further that a person referred to in sub- 
clauses (i), (ii) and (hi) of Clause (a) above, 
who enters into articles or audit service prior 
to 1st July 1950, shall, unless his service is 
continuous, be governed by Regulation 3IA, 

Provided, however, that the Examination Com- 
mittee shall have the power to condone at its 
discretion any break in such service.” 

VII. In Regulation 31A, after the words “entered into 
articles or audit service” and before the words “after 
1st July 1956", insert the following words, namely: — 

“on or”. 

VIII. In Regulation 78, after the word “executor,” 
and before the word “arbitrator,”, insert the following 
word, namely: — 

“administrator,". 

IX. In Form ‘N’ of the Schedule, in paragraph 3 of 
the preamble, before the words “And whereas by subse- 
quent assignment”, put a double dagger (t).
